Child Learning to Write 


By BABIY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.O. 
HANDWRITING requires con­ 
siderable development and coor­ 
dination of the small muscles of 
the hand and eye. Most children 
therefore are not ready to write 
even with crayon or pencil before 
the sixth year; with pen and Ink 
not before the tenth year. 
A parent or teacher of the child 
of six may test the youngster's 
readiness to begin to write by 
having him copy a diamond or 
square with a pencil. But lf your 
child under tlx should, without 
your asking him to do so, print 
letters or words just for fun, ob­ 
serve whether he prints properly 
from left to right. Should he re­ 
verse directions, you ought to 
guide him constantly when he In­ 
sists on printing. 
Might Band 
If he uses his left hand for 
throwing and handling things 
don't Interfere with his nanded* 
ness. If, however, he often uses 
his right hand at doing various 
things, a quiet suggestion that he 
use this hand with a pencil or 
crayon might be wise. By Hie time 
a child is alt hie hand preference 
Is usually well established. In case 
he chooses to write with the left 
hand, his teacher hardly would 
ask him to shift to the right hand 
wit hot it the advice of a psycholo­ 
gist. 
In the modern school the child 
first learns manuscript writing. It 
Is a modified form of printing. 
He can learn It more easily than 
cursive writing because of Its 
simple structure of straight lines, 
c i r c ! * * and parts of clrrlfj^ 


Manuscript writing Is especially 
good for the child with poor mus­ 
cular control and can be learned 
with less fstlgue and nervous 
tension. 
Manuscript Form 
Usually the shift to cursive 
writing Is at about the end of the 
second grade, though the manu­ 
script form may well be used for 
an indefinite time for making 
graphs, maps, charts and the 
like. Then there are some chil­ 
dren of eight, ten or older who 
are miserable writers, who are 
able to write much more neatly 
and legibly lf they use manu­ 
script or Invent a kind of cross 
between manuscript and cursive 
writing suited to their wishes. 
Our youngest son did so and .nill, 
at the age of 28, writes (very leg­ 
ibly* after this fashion. 
We should encourage the child 
early In his learning of cursive 
writing to write a's and o s, e s 
and i*s, m’a and n*s, u's and w’s 
distinctly lest he be handicapped 
In written spelling lessons. 
Average Pupil 
Although th e typew riter Is 
coming more and more into use, 
It won’t soon be substituted by 
the average pupil for handwrit­ 
ing. Neat, legible handwriting Is 
a very essential skill every child 
needs to master pretty well. 
A patient, sympathetic parent 
who can win the cooperation of 
a child eight, twelve or sixteen 
who writes an ugly Illegible hand, 
can easily help this child Improve 
his handwriting, by inducing him 
to practice at slow, careful copy­ 
ing from a model specimen for a 
t t y m inute, dally
